the better facilities, and program which can only be offered at the larger Junior- 
Senior High School. 
We will also he liable for $8 rent per pupil per year in the high school. 
I he new 
state aid law definitely makes it desirable for tax payers and parents to send the 7th 
and 8th grades to the new Junior-Senior High School.

l.ach district will pay 4 ri of its assessed value. 


How are the operating costs determined ? 
Each district will pay its share depending upon the number of pupils sent to thej 
school. 
A vote of YES will mean no raise in the tax rate and a better school program for]

Hulmeville will also share in control of the high school! 
program. 
A vote of NO will mean higher costs and higher local tax rates with a confused! 
school program or facilities.
